Wasuinoton, March 19.—The room in the 
Ebbitt house, in which the general court mar- 
tial which is trying Genera] Hazen, holds its 
session, was crowded with spectators when the 
court convened this morning. The interest 
which is felt in this trial in army circles was 
evidenced by the presence in the audience of 

rominent army officers and the ladies of their 
amilies, and General Hazen’s friends, mani- 
fested their dy ef with him, not only by 
their presence but by loading the table 
at which he and his counsel sat with baekets 
and bouquets of choice cut flowers. A vase 
filled with flowers was also placed. upon the 
table at which the judge advocate sits. 

The introduction of the testimony in the 
care having been concluded yesterday, argu- 
ment was commeneed to-day by Judge 
Mackey for the defense. © When “Mackey 
reached the third specification, and began the 
discussion of that part of it which «cuotes the 
indorsement of the secretary of war upon the 
letter ot General Hezen, he asked the in- 
struction of the court as to the extent to 
which he would be permitted to discuss that 
indorsement. 

The court, after consultation, decided that 
“the correctness of the statements of facts and 
of the opinions expresssed in the indorsement 
of the secretary of war is not a question for this 
court.”’ 

Mr. Mackey ‘proceeded - to discuss the in- 
dorsement, and in the course of his remarks, 
baving said with reference toa certain state- 
ment in the indorsement, “that such was the 
heat and temper of the secretary of war upon 
questiots relating to Arctic work, that even 
upon the subject of ice, upon the 
question of an iceberg, the honorable secretary 
of war could not keep cool.”

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A QUEER SUICIDE. 


A BROKEN BOTTLE NECK AS A 
WEAPON OF DEATH. 


The Terrible Scene Witnessed in a Prison—A Bank

HOW THE MATTER CAME UP. 

The feeling of dissatisfaction that has long 
existed among the operators of the Bankers 
and Merchants telegraph company at the 
main office, 187 Broadway, culminated in a 
strike to-night. Twenty-five men, comprising 
nearly all the force, left their tables at 9 
o’clock. They had been paid their January 
salaries. On reporting for duty this evening 
each man was given a printed slip which 
stated that Receiver J. B. Butler would pay 
‘0 percent of all claims, provided a receipt 
in full were given. After consultation, the men 
telegraphed to Butler that, unless he agreed to 
pay them at once they would quit work. 
Butler answered in person. A committee of 
three waited on him with the information that 
ifthey received their salaries in full for Feb- 
:uary on Saturday, and he assured them that 
they would get their March money on the 23d 
inst., they would remain at work. Butler an- 
sewered that he would pay last month’s sala- 
ries on Tuesday, but he could say nothing at 
present about this month’s. The operators 
then withdrew and quit work. The operators 
complain bitterly of the way they have 
been treated in money matters, and say 
that messages have been coming in from 
all over the country where the company has 
cflices asking when they should be paid. but- 
ler issaid to have stated that the money with 
which he offered to make the settlement, came 
from Edmund Stokes, of the Hoffman house, 
who owns much stock in the company.

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SNOW IN NEW BRUNSWICK 


Two Feet Deep, Interrupting Trade and 
Travel, 

Sr. Joun, N. B., March 19.--The storm 
which prevailed here to-day was the worst of 
the season. More snow has fallen in previous 
storms, but the wind was not as high as it was 
to-day, and the drifts were not as bad. The 
teams could make no headway through some 
streets, and very little business has beeu done’ 
Public meetings announced for to-day had to 
be postponed. No steamers left the port, and 
railroad communication was seriously inter- 
rupted. The Quebec train, due here at ¢ 230 
a. m., had not arrived at 7 p.m. The situa- 
tion on the New Brunswick railroad runging 
west is even worse. Thetrain from Bangor, 
due here early this eget has been 
stuck in a drift two miles from the city since 5 
a.m., rendering it impossible for trains to 
jeave for Bangor, Fredericton and elsewhere. 
The storm which is general throughout the 
province still prevails. Nearly two feet of 
enow has fallen. 

A heavy northeast storm commenced early 
this mcrning, and still prevails. There has 
been a heavy fall of snow, and it is being piled 
up in huge drifts. Railways east and west 
are blockaded and all trains are late. 2 

A southeast storm is prevailing in Halifax, 
N.S. It began with snow, and has chauged 
to raip. In some parts of the country snow- 
drifs are interfering with railway trains. 

The Storms Elsewhere. 

Poverxesrsiz, N. Y., Mafch 19.—The 
weather in the Hudson River valley has been 
intensely cold every morning this week, the 
mercury ranging from two to eight degrees 
below zero.

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SOUDAN CROSS FIRE. 


A BRITISH RECONNOISSANCE AT 
SUAKIM., 


Which Results in the Discovery That There Are 
Arabs Concealed in the Bushes—A Battle Be- 
tween Generel Graham and Osman Digaosa 
Probable To-day-The Afghan Matter 


Lonpox, March 19.—The whole force at 
Suakim started this morning at seven o’clock 
with a day’s rations and a hundred rounds of 
alpmunition toeach man, in the direction of 
Hasheen. The troops are at this hour three 
miles from the city. Cavalry has been sent to 
beat up the enemy, and fighting is expected 
at any moment. 

The mounted infantry and scouts, suyport- 
ed by the main body ofall the corps, march- 
ing 200 yards behind, advanced to the base of 
a range of low hills near Hasheen. The Indi- 
an contingent and cavalry, during this move- 
ment, scouted and skirmished on both sides of 
the line of march along the entire front. The 


scouts reached the summit of the hills, and 
discovered that the Arabs had massed in the 
valleys. The Arabs at once retired into po- 
sitions of shelter, but fifty remaining in sight. 
They remained in this position until the Brit- 
ish advance reached the ridge 
et the hill. The Hadendowah 
tribe of hostilesthen rushed from the ambush 
in which they had lain, and made an attack. 
During this Captain Birch was speared 
tbrough the shoulder. The Arabs succeeded 
in this rush in getting within ten yards of the 
British line before the latter op@ned regular 
fire, which the enemy promptly replied to. 
Three of the infantry and several of the reb- 
els were killed. Lieutenant O’Connor, whose 
horse was shot under him, killed 4 rebels with 
his own hand. The object ot the reconnoissance 
having been attained, the British retired, the 
Arabs showing no disposition to follow. 
The British infantry and guards were left in 
he road half way between Suakim and the 
Pasheen hills, supporting the Indian contin- 
gent sole, the brief engagement on the ridge. 
I'he Bengals took many prisoners. It was 
ascertained by the reconnoissance that the 
Arabs were in large bodies along the entire 
range, and were evidently massing. As the 
British retired, after having entered 
Hasheen, the rebels rapidly reoccupied the 
positions previously evacuated by them, The 
entire British force, with the exception of the 
Shropshine regiment, will parade at 6 o’clock 
to-morrow morning, previous to an advance 
to Tami, where it 1s expected a battle will 
take place. Genera! Graham, 
in his letter to Osman 
Digna, declares that England respects all 
religions, and desires the triendshtp of the 
Arab tribes. He advises the shiekhs to sub- 
mit at once, and torely upon the mercy 
England. Otherwise he threatens to destroy 
the flocks and other property of their follow- 
ers. 

After the skirmish General Graham's right, 
consisting of the British infantry, the Indian 

infantry.and the Guards began to advance to- 
ward Handoub. The mounted infantry and 
the Bengal cavalry renewing the reconnois- 
ance occupied Hasheen and found Usman Digna 
withdrawing his force toward Tamai. The 
concentration of the Arabs was ellected in 
unusually good order. The scouts report that 
Osman is prepared to give battle between 
Temai and Tamanieb, and they estimate the 
number of Arabs frum 7,006 to 14,000. 

Letters were found in the Arab chiet’s tent 
from Osman Digna telling him to hold his 
position at any cost, to act strictly on the de- 
tensive, and not to trust the people in the Sua- 
kim district. The prisoners taken maintain a 
dogged silence, but one of them says 
Osman Digna’s lastorders tothe Arabs to 
withdraw in order to lure the English among 
the bills, when Osman intended to sally out 
from. Tamai and intercept the British, pre- 
venting their retreating.

The bitterness of feeling shown by the Eng- 
lish toward the French in Cairo is due to the 
hostility of the Bosphore Egyptien, which is 
constantly inciting the natives to oppose the 
British.

The mahdi’s adherents deciare that betore 
the summer is far advanced Wolseley’s army 
will be cut off from Cairo. 

The protocol] preceding the Egyptian agree- 
ment stipulates that after three years, if the 
English army shall not have been withdrawn 
from Egypt, a European conference will de- 
cide the limit of occupation.

Sir Stafford Northcote to Retire From the 
Oonservative Leadership. 

Lonpox, March 19.—The conservative 
leaders, at a meeting to-day, decided to en- 
deavor to have a discussion of the Egyptian 
financial agreement postponed until after the 
Easter holidays. Mr. Gladstone wishes to have 
the agreement discussed before the Laster ad- 
journment. He proposed in the house of 
commons to-day that the house adjourn on 
March 3ist until April 9th, and that a more 
extended holiday be taken at Whitsuntice. 

Sir Stafford Northcote will withdraw from 
the conservative leadership in the house of 
commons at the close of the present session, 
owing to the disconient of many members of 
the conservative party. He will be succeeded 
by Sir Michael E. Hicks Beach, under the 
sanction of the marquis of Salisbury and the 
approval of Lord Randolph Churchill. 

The house of commons this evening agreed 
to resolutions in favor of the introduction of 
bills authorizing the raising of a loan of £10,- 
000,000 in England for the completion of the 
railway in India, and a loan of £400,000 for a 
railway from Hopetown to Kimberly im south 
Atrica. In moving the grant for the army in 
the house of commons this evening, the mar- 
quis of Hartington said that recruiting was 
exceedingly active; that the fighting strength 
of the army was 40,000 more than in 1883, and 
that at present there were 70,000 reserves for 
sel vice. 

The total number of troops in the regular 
army is now 184,200, while the volunteer force 
pumbers 208,000 men.

A QUEER CONCLUSION, 

The state railroad commission of New York 
seems to be a very funny ailair. liecently i 
has been hearing the complaints of the New 
York merchants in regard to the injurious 
effect of the pooling system in diverting and 
dividing freighis, and its report, made after 
hearing those complaints, is attracting con- 
siderable attention. It is a report that shows 
how necessary it is, aftera state has estab- 
lished a board of commission, to appoint the 
best men as commissioners—men who have 
the faculty of settling all the so-called prob- 
lems of railroad management by the applica- 
tiow of common sense, 

We judge from what the Journal of (om- 
merce says in regard to the report that it 
must be a sort of weak burlesque, intended to 
bring the New York commission into dis- 
repute. The commissioners speak of the 
wrongs that are done to the business interests 
of the state and city of New Yorx by the di- 
versions and discriminations of the pooling 
system, and proceed to build a powerful 
argument on the necessity of providing a 
remedy forthe evil. In point of fact these 
able commissioners exhaust the subject. 
They say that the state has full authority 
over the subject, but they make a farce 
of a very serious matter by recommending 
naticnai ins'ead of state legislation. 

This recommendation is even more 
senseless and farcical than the 
Journal of Commerce suggests, for what has 
the national legislature got to do with the 
disputes between the merchants of New 
York and corporations chartered by the state 
of New York’? The commissioners do not even 
recommend legislation by the state, though 
the jegislature is now in session. They pre- 
tend to believe that the remedy is in ‘‘na- 
tional’ legislation. 

This iga very pretty condition of affairs. 
but the people of New York have the remedy 
in theirown hands. They have but to elect 
men to the legislature who will look after 
their interests.

SEA HOGS FOR FOOD. 


Porpoise Steaks to Take a Preminent Place 
on Hotel Bills of Fare, 


ATLANTIC Ciry, March 19.—Porpoise fishing 
promises to become one of the principal industries 
on the New Jersey coast. The experiment made 
lest fallat Cape May proved so successful ina 
financial way that the facilities of the company 
there will be greatly increased and other porpeise 
fisheries will be established in both Cape May and 
Atlantic counties, At first they were 
caught for the skin and blubber alone, the car- 
casses being thrown away or in a few instances 
used as fertilizers. From the blubber is extracted 
a very fine oil, while the skin makes a superior 
quality of leather. some time last fall, however, 
it was discovered that porpoise fiésh was savory 
to the taste and it soon became popular 
ss an article of food and was in great 
demand. The juicy red meat, which 3s 
taken from beneath a layer of fat nex te the skin, 
is pronounced by epicures to be more = palatable 
than any porterhouse stake evercooked, In ap- 
pearance it resembles beef, but is more selid and 

»f finer grain and very tender. Some Say that it 
tw tes like venison,and that thereis nothing of 
the fishy taste about it. 

Last fall New York parties offered two cents per 
pound for the carcasses, but they will command 
a much higher figure this summer.

It 
is superior to dried beef, as in this state it retains 
all $s its sweetness and is still as tender as when 
fresh.
